Washington, June 2S — News fr6m 
Italy tojMTf vhila oonflrn^lnc the 
great victory won by the Italians in 
hurling the Austrian army across 
the I'lave In disorganized retreat, 
threw little additional light upon the 
e.\tent of the disaster to tlic enemy. 
I'ntll figures are available showing 
more fully the loss of the dual mon- 
archy In men and material, oHlcora 
here hesitaled to lorm npinldns as to 
the probable effect the defeat will 
have on the whole military situation. 

On the face of the latest news from 
the Italian front, it appeared to many 
observers that the Austrian army as 
an offensive weapon, Is not to be ser- 
iously considered for montbp to come. 
It will take time to repair the damage 
to morale and equipment, even if the 
internal situation produced by short- 
age of food among the civilian popu- 
lation does not further cripple Aus- 
tria's military power. The dual mon- 
archy by itself is believed here to be 
out of the fighting fpr the present 
summer. ..^ 

What Qermany plans to do or will 
be able to do to aid her chief ally is 
another matter. As yet there is no 
slRn of a preat movement of (iernian 
lroo|)s to the Italian front, I nlcs.s 
sncb a movement is undciiakcii im- 
mediately, many officers bore are con- 
vinced that It will mean that Germany 
intends to seek to save the situation 
by attempting at once to complete her 
offensive projects in Franca. 

There are many American officers 
who do not believe the Internal sit- 
uation In Austria as serious as re- 
ports from adjacent countries indl-- 
cate and that Germany is confident lis 
ally can bold against the Italians Ion:; 
enough to permit it to concentrate all 
Its power for a final blow in Fraiue. 
These officers anticipate the opening 
of a great drive on the western fh>nt 
at any moment If it does not conic, 
they will regard it as an admission by 
the Qerman high command that the 
whole Austrian military and govern- 
mental fabric is tottering and must 
fall unless German power is rushed 
to its support 

In any event keen salisfaotlon Is 
laki'n luTo in the CPilainty that the 
Germans are facing new and serious 
problems as a result of the Italian 
triumph on the Plave, while General 
Pooh is seeing his forces increased 
every day as the American troops 
pour ashore from their traotports. 
General Foch's most doubtful honrs 
have passed, it is believed, although 
months of bitter fiuliting may be Just 
ahead, while for the Germans a crisis 
Is at hand. 

The Italians at last have cleared 
the remaining Austrian rear guards 
from the west bank of the Plave river 
and now art la poeeesalon of the en- 
tire river from the Montello plateau 
to tte aea. At last aeoonta their 
forees craeaed the stream ia pursuit 
of the retreating Austrlans were still 
harassing them, inflicting heavy cas- 
ualties and forcing the enemy to con- 
tinue bis (lisiird'^Iy retreat
